Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: 

Clarified the Examiner's position in the previous Advisory Action, sent 4/19/04. Further discussions were made 
regarding the interpretation of the multifunctional set/counter key. 

The Examiner maintained the position that, while the key could be regarded as "multifunctional" in light of how other 
multifunctional keys were presented, i.e. a compound name with a slash in between two function names, there is still 
an enablement issue with the functions of the set/counter key; specifically, the "set" function. While the "counter" 
function is well known in the art, as well as other functions such as "preheat" and "reset", the 'set" function is not well 
known and thus it is not clear what the function of the "set" key is in Applicant's invention. The Examiner had also 
pointed out in the previous Office Action that a "set" key in prior art (e.g. Nishimura US 6,296,243 and Okamoto et al. 
US 5,602,625) is known in the art to refer to the same function of a "counter" key. The brief description of the function 
of the key in the specification on page 7, lines 7-9, "configured to vary initial set values and operating conditions in 
accordance with the conditions of use", is vague and does not define what the "set" actual function does. The 
description of the function could be applicable to the "counter" key as well as to practically any other keys. 
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
